Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Hop  wood  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  the  honour  to  present  to  yon  the  fifth  of  the  series 
of  Annual  Reports  referred  to  in  the  circular  letter  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  issued  on  28th  December,  1921.  The  report 
will  be  known  as  a Survey  Report,  and  therefore  will  be  more 
full,,  dealing  with  Statistics  and  matters  affecting  the  four 
previous  years. 


Owing  to  the  rapid  growth  of  your  population,  new 
developments  at  Upton,  and  the  erection  of  new  houses  since 
the  war,,  the  provision  of  an  adequate  water  supply  is  now  a 
matter  of  dire  necessity.  During  the  year  many  complaints 
have  been  received  regarding  the  shortage  of  water,  and  the 
health  of  your  district  may  at  any  moment  be  seriously  affected 
from  the  inefficient  and  insufficient  water  supply.  Attention 
has  been  drawn  to  this  shortage  in  my  Annual  Reports  since 
1921,  and  I frequently  reported  on  this  matter  during  the  inter- 
vening periods. 


The  intermittent  system  of  water  supply  which  is  at 
present  available  in  your  district  (one  Parish  being  cut  otf  once 
a week  for  24  hours)  constitutes  a very  real  danger  to  the  health 
of  the  inhabitants,  as  all  available  sources  of  supply  are  then 
used  when  the  pipe  supply  is  not  available.  Water  is  then 
obtained  from  disused  and  polluted  wells  and  ditches,  which 
often  is  entirely  unsuitable  for  drinking  purposes. 
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The.  water  supply  which  has  been  insufficient  for  many 
years  is  now  totally  inadequate,  and  the  effect  of  this  shortage 
on  the  inhabitants  is  now  almost  beyond  description. 


The  alleviation  of  overcrowding  is  beginning  to  be 
slightly  felt  owing  to  the  increased  number  of  new  houses  which 
have  been  erected.  Further  progress'  will  have  to  be  made  in 
the  erection  of  new  houses  to  still  reduce  overcrowding  which 
is  prevalent,  and  to  abolish  slum  property. 


In  my  previous  reports  I drew  attention  to  the  need  for 
centrally  placed  destructors.  Two  of  the  Parishes  in  the  dis- 
trict, namely  South  Elmsall  and  South  Kirkbv,  have  had 
during  the  year  a joint  meeting  to  consider  the  question  of  a 
joint  destructor.  It  it  hoped  that  a successful  conclusion  may 
be  arrived  at,  as  the  combined  population  of  these  Parishes  is 
nearing  20,000. 


Owing  to  the  rapid  increase  of  population  of  the  Rural 
District  the  dumps  of  refuse  are  becoming  a continual  source 
or  discomfort  and  danger.  These  dumps  are  very  frequently  on 
fire,  and  quite  apart  from  the  disagreeable  odour  resulting, 
entail  considerable  expense  in  controlling  the  outbreaks.  In 
others,  however  carefully  the  process  now  in  use  may  be  carried 
out,  the  atmosphere  pervading  certain  districts  in  the  vicinity 
o:  those  heaps  of  decaying  matter  gives  rise  to  loss  of  appetite, 
etc.,  and  therefore  may  be  an  insidious  and  potent  cause  of  loss 
of  health  . These  dumps  form  very  favourable  breeding  grounds 
for  rats,  flies,  etc.,  which,  through  contamination  of  food,  are 
active  agents  in  the  spread  of  disease.

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The  Birth  Rate  for  1925  is  30.4  per  1,000.  This  is  con- 
siderably higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales,  viz.,  18.3., 
and  this  birth  rate  for  the  Rural  District  shows  an  increase  over- 
last  year,  wdiereas  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  shows  a 
decrease.  Referring  to  Table  XX.  it  will  be  noted  that  fhe 
birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales,  and  the  rest  of  the  country, 
shows  a slight  decrease  from  that  of  1924. 


During  the  past  year  in  the  Rural  District  there  have 
been  510  deaths.  The  Death  Rate  is  12.0  as  compared  with  a 
corresponding  rate  of  11.2  for  the  previous  year.  This  rate, 
however,  is  below  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1925, 
which  is  12.2.  The  death  rate  of  the  rest  of  the  country  shows 
a slight  decrease  as  compared  with  that  of  lh'<c 4. 


The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  101.4,  as  131  children 
died  under  1 year  of  age.  This  rate  is  considerably  higher  than 
that  of  the  previous  year,  viz.,  91.6,  and  compares  unfavourably 
with  that  for  England  and  Wales  for  the  same  period,  which 
was  75.0. 

The  main  causes  in  order  of  severity  were  Bronchitis  25, 
Pneumonia  19,  Premature  Birth  and  Congenital  Debility  46, 
Diarrhoea  10,  Measles  8. 


It  will  be  seen  therefore  that  one-third  oi  fhe  children 
under  1 year  died  as  as  the  result  of  chest  trouble.  Xo  doubt 
overcrowding,  insanitary  conditions,  the  prevalence  of  privy 
middens  and  tips,  contributed  to  this  high  rate. 


In  Grrimethorpe  11  children  died  from  Bronchitis,  and  in 
South  Kirkby  6 died  from  Bronchitis  and  9 from  Pneumonia. 
Both  these  parishes  are  very  over  crowded. 
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Cancer  was  the  cause  of  death  in  33  cases  as:  compared 
with  25  last  year.  In  the  parishes  of  Brierley  and  South 
Ivirkby  15  deaths  were  registered  from  this  cause.  It  will  be 
noted  that  22  women  and  11  men  died  from  Cancer,  and  of  the 
women  IT  were  married,  4 were  widows,  and  1 spinster.

The  number  of  notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
during*  the  year  shows  a decrease,  109  cases  (57  males  and  52 
females)  being*  notified  as  compared  with  113  last  year. 


Twenty-four  cases  of  Kon-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  (14 
males  and  10  females)  have  been  notified  as  compared  with  26 
last  year. 

The  parishes  chiefly  affected  are  South  Kirkby  (38), 
South  Elmsall  (19),  Brierley  (22),  Ackworth  (17),  and  Ryhill 

(0- 


It  will  be  noted  that  the  parishes  chiefly  affected  are 
those  in  which  overcrowding  is  most  prevalent. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was  the  certified  cause  of  death 
in  28  cases,  and  Kon-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  7.  In  South 
Elmsall  10  deaths  were  certified  as  being  due  to  this  cause,  in 
South  Kirkby  6,  in  Brierley  6,  and  Havercroft  and  Ryhill  7. 


It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  figures  that  improvement 
in  the  housing  conditions,  and  the  relief  of  the  present  over- 
crowded state  of  the  district,  must  be  the  first  two  measures  to 
h<  considered  to  prevent  further  spread  of  the  disease. 

In  South  Kirkby  in  1921  there  were  0.76  rooms  per 
person,  in  Ryhill  0,77,  in  South  Elmsall  0.88,  in  South 
Hiendley  0,84,  in  Brierley  0.88,  and  in  Great  Houghton  0.85. 


The  rooms  per  person  in  the  whole  of  the  Rural  Area  is 


0.87. 
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In  tlie  1921  census  the  rooms  per  person  in  England  and 
Wales  were  1.05,  whereas  in  the  Rural  District  it  was  0.87. 


The  deficiency  in  number  of  rooms  is  11.4.  This  defi- 

fj 

ciency  as  compared  with  other  industrial  districts  is  a very  high 
one,  and  in  some  of  our  surrounding  areas  is  100  per  cent, 
increase. 


The  deficiency  in  rooms  on  the  1921  census  was  3899, 
and  allowing  4 rooms  per  house,  which  is  the  number  now  being  pro- 
vided, it  would  appear  that  1,000  houses  would  be  necessary 
t ) house  the  1921  population.  Since  this,  however,  the  popu- 
lation of  your  district  has  increased  by  5,805 — this  means 
another  additional  1,160  houses  would  be  required  to  house  the 
population.  Since  1921  you  have  erected  1,368  houses,  but  8 
houses  have  been  demolished,  and  10  taken  out  of  occupation, 
leaving  a total  of  1,350  new  houses  available. 


To  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Rural  District  it  is 
obvious  that  practically  another  1,000  houses  are  required,  and 
this  would  only  provide  for  the  present  population,  without 
taking  into  account  the  need  of  dealing  with  slum  and  insanitary 
property.  At  present  the  population  is  increasing  at  the  rate 
of'  1,000  per  annum.

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Causes  of  Sickness. 


The  main  causes  of  sickness  in  the  order  of  severity 
during  the  year  were  Measles  1,159,  Chicken  Pox  439,  Scarlet 
Fever  166,  Pneumonia  115,  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  109,  Non- 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  24,  Diphtheria  62,  Erysipelas  24, 
Puerperal  Fever  5,  Enteric  Fever  1,  and  Small-pox  1. 


Measles  was  chiefly  prevalent  from  February  to  July,  and 
280  cases  were  notified  from  South  Kirkby,  264  at  Brierley,  234 
at  South  Elmsall,  207  at  Ryhill,  75  at  Ackworth.  The  rest  of 
the  cases  were  generally  spread  over  the  other  parishes.  Twenty- 
four  cases  proved  fatal.  This  gives  a high  mortality  rate  of 
20.7  per  1,000. 

Pneumonia,  chiefly  prevalent  during  February,  March 
and  April;  115  cases  as  compared  with  129  the  previous  year. 
Of  these  I regret  49  proved  fatal,  thirty  of  these  being  children 
under  2 years. 


Chicken  Pox,  practically  consistent  throughout  the  year, 
March  and  April  being  the  heaviest  months.  Of  these  199  cases 
were  notified  from  South  Kirkby,  91  from  South  Elmsall,  and 
9(j  from  Rvhill.  . , 


In  view  of  the  prevalence  of  Small-pox  in  the  country, 
Chicken-pox  was  made  compulsorarily  notifiable  for  six  months, 
and  the  period  was  extended. 


Scarlet  Fever  was  most  prevalent  in  May,  November  and 
December.  Fifty-four  cases  were  notified  from  South  Kirkby, 
27  from  Brierley,  22  from  Shafton,  19  from  Great  Houghton, 
12  from  South  Elmsall,  13  from  Ackworth,  and  3 from  Ryhill. 
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Diphtheria.  Seventy-four  cases  were  notified  and  admit 
ted  to  Hospital  in  1924,  as  compared  with  62  notified  this  year. 
Of  these  13  proved  negative,  and  of  the  remaining  cases,  29 
were  notified  from  Ackworth. 

The  Schools  wTere  visited  and  swabs  taken  from  the 
throats  of  the  children. 


The  houses,  in  this  township  are  of  a very  old  type,  and 
congested;  much  of  the  drainage  is  open  and  faulty. 


Of  these  49  cases  I regret  to  state  that  two  proved  fatal. 


Nineteen  cases  occurred  between  the  age  group  of  5 — 10 
years,  and  16  cases  between  10 — 15  years. 

Erysipelas.  This  disease  was  notified  in  26  cases,  as 
compared  with  20  last  year. 

Small-pox.  This  disease  was  notified  in  one  case  from  the 
Parish  of  South  Elmsall.  It  was  most  fortunate  that  the  spread 
of  the  disease  was  apparently  prevented  by  the  prompt  measures 
which  were  taken,  no  further  cases  occurring.  The  patient  was 
removed  to  Sherburn  Joint  Hospital,  contacts  were  vaccinated, 
and  all  necessary  precautions  were  taken  as  laid  down  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  Circular.

I am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  in  the  year  under  review 
the  Parish  of  South  Ivirkby  of  11,500  inhabitants  have  now 
formed  a District  Nursing  Association,  the  Nurse  appointed 
being  a fully  qualified  Midwife  and  Trained  Nurse.  General 
Nursing  is  provided  by  the  District  N ursing  Associations  in 
the  parishes  of  Brierley,  South  Elmsall,  Great  Houghton  and 
Ryliill.  These  have  been  very  successful. 

For  Infectious  Diseases,  e.g.,  Measles,  etc. 

The  Health  Visitors  undertake  the  home  visitation  of 
Measles,  Whooping  Cough  and  Epidemic  Diarrhoea,  and  render 
assistance  as  required. 


The  Local  Authority  is  not  concerned  with  any  definite 
scheme  of  financial  co-operation  with  the  various  Nursing 
Associations,  but  contributions  are  made  by  the  Hemsworth 
Board  of  Guardians  to  various  Associations. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

There  are  14  trained  Midwives  and  four  untrained,  in  the 
district.  These  are  under  the  control  and,  supervision  of  the 
West  Riding  County  Council. 


During  the  year  a considerable  extension  of  the  Mater- 
nity and  Child  Welfare  work  in  the  district  has  taken  place. 
The  Council  now  grant  assistance  towards  the  fees  of  the  mid- 
wife in  necessitous  cases,  and  also  assist  in  obtaining  admission 
of  necessitous  and  other  patients  to  Maternity  Homes  when 
required.  The  scale  of  fees  usually  charged  by  maternity 
homes  ranges  from  £3/3/0  to  £4/4/0  per  week.  The  scale 
approved  by  the  Council  in  each  of  the  above  quoted  cases  is

The  Council  is  desirous  of  erecting  a Maternity  block 
i t conjunction  with  the  new  Cottage  Hospital  to  be  erected  in 
Hemsworth  under  the  Miners’  Welfare  Scheme.  Numerous 
consultations  with  this  end  in  view  have  taken  place,  and  the 
suggestions  submitted  have  been  favourably  received.  No 
plans  have  yet  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  for  approval. 


Four  whole  time  Health  Visitors  are  now  employed  by 
the  Council — an  additional  Health  Visitor  having  been  ap- 
pointed during  the  year  1925  with  supervisor)  duties. 

The  Health  Visitors  visit  babies  as  soon  after  10  days  as 
possible,  and  thereafter  at  regular  periods  during  the  first  year. 
The  progress  of  the  child  is  followed  continually  to  five  years 
of  age  by  further!  visits,  which  become  more  lrequent  or  less 
frequent  as  the  case  demands.  During  epidemics,  i.e.,  Measles, 
Chickenpox,  the  Health  Visitor  may  he  detailed  to  visit  these 
cases  only,  giving  advice  and  helping  in  many  ways  to  prevent 
the  spread  and  mitigate  the  effects. 


During  the  year  75  per  cent,  of  the  births  have  been 
notified  by  Midwives,  25  per  cent,  by  Medical  Practitioners. 
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The  total  visit, s paid  by  Health  Visitors  during  the  year 
are  set  out  below  : —

Clinic  and  Treatment  Centres. 

Eight  Infant  Welfare  Centres  are  provided  by  the  Local 
Authority,  and  the  work  performed  at  each  of  these  centres  in- 
cludes medical  consultation,  examination  and  weighing  of 
children  up  to  five  years  of  age,  advice  on  feeding,  clothing  and 
treatment  of  minor  defects. 

Supplies  of  Cod  Liver  Oil,  Virol,  and  dried  milk  are 
obtainable  for  children  at  the  various  Clinics  when  ordered  by 
the  Doctor  in  attendance. 


Tea  is  provided  at  most  of  the  clinics  at  a small  charge  to 
cover  the  cost.

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Thanks  am  due  to  the  ladies  who  form  Voluntary  Com- 
mittees at  the  various  Clinics  and  attend  regularly  for  the 
purpose  of  making  tea  for  the  mothers,  keeping  registers,  and 
assisting  in  many  other  ways  to  make  the  Clinics  a success.  It 
will  easily  be  seen  that  one  Health  Visitor  could  not  perform 
all  this  work  alone. 

School  Clinics,  Tuberculosis  Dispensaries,  and  Venereal

In  addition,  children  suffering  from  early  Tuberculosis 
can  be  admitted  to  Brierley  Sanatorium  through  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.

3 Children’s  Home. 

This  is  situated  in  Hemsworth  and  under  control  of  the 
Hemsworth  Board  of  Guardians.  Accommodation  is  provided 
for  35  children. 


4.  Fever  Hospital,  Brierley. 

Supported  by  the  Local  Authorities  concerned,  viz.  : the 
Urban  District  of  Hemsworth  and  the  Rural  District  of  Hems- 
worth. The  hospital  contains  80  beds  and  three  different 
infectious  diseases*  can,  m the  absence  of  any  epidemic,  be 
treated  concurrently.  240  cases  of  infectious  disease  have  been 
admitted  from  the  Rural  District,  and  40  from  the  Urban  Dis- 
trict of  Hemsworth  during*  the  year  1925. 

5.  Hemsworth  Union. — In  the  Township  of  Hemsworth. 

0 General  Hospitals. 

Ward©  Aldam  Cottage  Hospital,  South  Elmsall.  This 
hospital  is  provided  for  cases  of  accident  and  general  sickness 
from  the  parishes  of  South  Elmsall  and  ^oortliorpe,  and  is  not 
supported  in  any  way  by  the  Local  Authority  or  the  County 
Council.  There  is  accommodation  for  40  cases. 

For  accidents  and  general  sickness  patients  from  other 
parts  of  the  Rural  District  require  to  be  sent  outside  the  Dis- 
trict, and  owing  to  the  extent  of  the  Rural  District  several 
general  hospitals  are  used,  viz.  : Leeds,  Sheffield,  Wakefield  and 
Barnsley. 

There  is  no  institutional  provision  for  unmarried  mothers 
other  than  the  Hemsworth  Union. 

7 Ambulance  Facilities. 

(a)  For  infectious  diseases.  A motor  ambulance  is  pro- 
vided by  the  Joint  Authority  and  is  situated  at  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  Brierley  Common. 

(b)  For  non-inf ectious  diseases  and  accident  cases  satis- 
factory provision,  unfortunately,  only  exists  for  a small  part 
of  the  rural  area,  the  fortunate  parishes  being  Brierley,  Grime - 
thorpe,  Shafton,  and  South  Hiendley.  In  these  parishes  an 


ambulance  has  been  provided  by  voluntary  subscription  and  is 
available  for  the  purpose  of  removing*  men,  women  or  children 
to  any  of  the  general  hospitals  enumerated  in  the  preceding 
paragraph  (6),  at  a flat  rate  of  4d.  per  mile.  This  scheme  has 
proved  an  unqualified  success  in  the  area  in  which  it  operates, 
and  an  extension  of  this  service  to  any  of  the  other  parishes 
would  undoubtedly  necessitate  the  provision  of  another  ambu- 
lance, as  the  present  one  is  in  almost  constant  use.  The  hope 
that  provision  of  a similar  service  might  have  been  made  for 
South  Kirkby  and  South  Elmsall  has,  unfortunately,  not  yet 
been  realised. 


Ambulances  are  provided  in  accordance  with  the  Coal 
Mines  Act  bv  the  various  collieries  for  the  removal  of  accident 
cases  which  occur  there,  but  are  not  generally  available  for  non- 
vvorkmen  or  the  families  of  workmen.

I set  out  below  particulars  of  Sewage  Disposal  Works  in 
various  parishes  in  the  area. 


AcK  WORTH. 

Sewage  is  carried  to  one  outfall  works  situate  near  Bads- 
worth  Kennels,  where  it  is  treated  in  six  open  Septic  Tanks,  and 
the  effluent  further  treated  on  irrigation  land,  finally  discharg- 
ing into  the  River  Went. 


Brierley. 

Comprises  two  outfall  wor  ks,  one  near  the  Barnsley  Road 
consisting  of  screening  chamber,  storm  overttow,  detritus  tank, 
two  open  tanks  with  dosing  chamber  and  circular  percolating 
filter,  effluent  then  being  treated  on  sand  filters  and  finally 
discharged  into  stream. 

The  other  works  are  off  Grimethorpe  Lane,  and  are 
practically  laid  down  on  the  same  lines  as  above. 

Havercroet. 

These  works  are  situate  near  Hodroyd  Farm,  consisting 
of  detritus  tank,  two  open  septic  tanks,  dosing  chamber  and 
one  circular  percolating  filter,  the  effluent  of  which  finally  dis- 
charges on  to  irrigation  land  with  half-pipe  channel  car- 
riers, beds  of  which  are  utilised  intermittently,  and  finally 
discharged  into  stream. 


Monckton,  Havercroet. 

These  works  are  situate  near  Royston  Station,  adjoining 
tlie  Midland  Railway,  for  the  drainage  of  Monckton  Row  and 
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houses  adjacent,  which  comprises  open  septic  tank  and  irriga^- 
tion  land  for  filtration  purposes. 

Great  Houghton. 

Situate  oh  Thurnscoe  Lane,  comprising  screening  cham- 
ber, storm  overflow,  detritus  tank,  five  open  septic  tanks  and 
dosing  chamber  with  two  circular  percolation  filters,  including 
sand  and  clinker  filters,  effluent  finally  discharging  into  stream. 

Little  Houghton. 

There  are  two  outfall  works  here  (1)  the  old  village,  (2) 
Middlecliff. 

No.  1 works  are  situate  near  the  Houghton  Main  Colliery 
with  a closed  septic  tank,  effluent  of  which  is  treated  on  coke 
breeze  filters  and  discharges  into  culvert  adjoining  highway. 

No.  2 are  situate  on  the  Billingley  side  of  Middleclifi', 
which  comprises  two  open  septic  tanks,  effluent  of  which  is 
distributed  over  irrigation  land,  which  is  subsoil  drained,  and 
finally  discharges  into  stream. 


Ryhill. 

This  Township  has  two  outfall  works  (1)  near  Ryhill 
Station,  (2)  Brunswick. 

No.  1 works  has  the  following : Screening  chamber, 
storm  overflow,  detritus  tank,  open  septic  tanks,  dosing  cham- 
ber, with  three  circular  revolving  distributors  in  a rectangular 
percolating  filter,  effluent  from  which  discharges  on  to  irriga- 
tion beds  and  eventually  to  stream. 

No.  2.  Th  use  works  at  Brunswick  have  the  following: 
Screening  chamber,  storm,  overflow,  two  open  septic  tanks, 
dosing  chamber,  two  circular  percolating  filters,  two  Humas 


tanks,  from  which  effluent  discharges  into  stream.  In  addition 
there  is  a.  storm  water  tank,  parti  of  which  operates  through  low 
draught  syphon  and  old  circular  percolating  filter. 

Shafton. 

Two  sewerage  systems  are  provided  here,  viz.  : — Shafton 
Two  Gates  and  Shafton  Green. 


Two  Gates  Scheme  comprises  screening  chamber,  storm 
overflow,  open  septic  tanks,  dosing  chamber,  two  circular  per- 
colating filters  including  four  sand  filters  ; final  discharge  into 
stream . 


Green.  There  are  no  tanks  or  filters  here,  the  sewage 
simply  discharges,  and  is  distributed  for  broad  irrigation  on 
the  land,  finally  discharging  into  stream. 


South  Elmsall. 

These  works  also  include  the  whole  of  the  sewage  front 
he  parish  of  South  Kirkby  and  part  of  North  Elmsall,  forming 
a combined  scheme  made  up  as  follows:  — 


Situate  on  the  Eastern  end  of  the  parish  of  South  Elmsall 
alongside  which  was  originally  the  West  Riding  and  Grimsby 
Railway.  There  are:  Screening  chamber  with  storm  overflow, 
detritus  tanks,  four  open  septic  tanks,  three  collecting  tanks, 
effluent  flowing  from  the  latter  tanks  into  sunken  cesspits  which 
is  then  pumped  to  two  cast  iron  overhead  tanks,  and  discharges 
intermittently  on  to  seven  various-sized  circular  percolating 
filters,  then  passing  to  humas  tanks  and  finally  to  stream. 
There  are  also  two  storm  water  tanks. 
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South  Hiendley. 

These  works  are  situate  alongside  the  Hull  and  Barnsley 
Railway,  and  comprise  screening  chamber,  detritus  tank,  three 
open  septic  tanks,  dosing  chamber  and  circular  percolating 
filters  with  four  sand  filters. 


Upton. 

Owing  to  the  rapid  development  and  building 
of  new  houses  at  Upton  by  the  Colliery  Co.  a temporary 
sewage  disposal  works  has  been  arranged  to  deal  with 
the  sewage  from  the  So  new  houses  erected,  until  such 
time  as  the  permanent  works  are  completed  This  is 

pumped  on  to  the  land,  and  the  effluent  discharged  into  the 
stream.  Tenders  have  been  invited  for  the  erection  of  new 
works  in  this  parish.,  and  it  is  hoped  to  make  a start  at  an  early 
date. 

The  remaining  parishes  are  not  drained  on  modern  lines.

In  most  of  the  remainder  no  arrangements  are  made,  this 
being  done  by  the  owners  or  occupiers. 


Where  the  Scavenging  is  performed  by  the  Council  by 
direct  labour  with  motor  wagons,  Scavenging  is  satisfactory, 
and  there  has  been  a great  improvement  on  the  old  method, 
thereby  enabling  the  refuse  to  be  taken  away  from  bins  in  most 
of  the  Parishes  twice  weekly,  and  privies  fortnightly. 


The  refuse  is  tipped  on  land  and  tips,  and  9889  loads 
have  been  deposited  on  various  farms. 


The  total'  annual  cost  lias  been  £8,17 o / 12/11. 


Inadequate  Scavenging  exists  at  Upton  New  Colliery 
Village  where  developments  are  taking  place,  and  Scavenging 
at  Havercroft,  Byhill  and  South  Hiendley,  which  is  done  by 
Contract,  is  always  a fruitful  source  of  complaint. 

No  means  of  disposal  and  utilization  of  waste  material 
is  in  force  in  the  Bural  Uistrict. 


The  inhabitants  of  the  Parish  of  South  Kirkby  and  South 
Elmsall  have  been  circularised  with  regard  to  the  storage  and 
disposal  of  household  refuse  as  far  as  possible  by  burning.  The 
improvement,  although  not  marked,  has  been  noticeable. 


Water  Supply.

Under  the  above  Act  the  Corporation  are  bound  to  supply 
the  Rural  Council  for  the  use  of  these  seven  Townships  water 
for  domestic,  sanitary,  trade  and  other  purposes  in  perpetuity. 


The  supply,  however,  is  very  limited  owing*  to  the  exist- 
ing mains  from  Barnsley  not  being  large  enough  to  deal  effec- 
tively with  the  increased  population  in  the  above  Parishes,  in 
fact,  for  the  past  seven  or  eight  years  this  has  become  so  acute 
that  the  supply  has  had  to  be  cut  off  for  one  day  per  week  in 
certain  townships  to  alleviate  others,  and  allow  the  Reservoir 
t > fill.  The  supply,  therefore,  is  intermittent  and  inadequate. 
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The  water  is  obtained  from  the  Moors  near  In gbirch worth 
and  Midhope  and  gravitates  from  the  two  Reservoirs  to  Barns- 
ley, and  thence  to  the  Rural  District  Council’s  Service 
Reservoir  at  Ringstone  Hill,  which  has  a total  capacity  of 
600,000  gallons  Since  the  daily  consumption  required  for  the  above 
townships  is  more  than  the  capacity  of  your  reservoir,  it  will  be 
obvious  that  not  even  one  day’s  reserve  supply  is  available  for  the 
district,  and  I would  like  to  draw  attention  to  the  necessity  of 
providing  each  township  in  the  whole  of  the  Rural  District  with  at 
least  a day’s  reserve  supply  to  guard  against  bursts. 


The  water  has  only  3J%  of  permanent  hardness  and  is  of 
very  good  quality. 


To  relieve  the  situation,  at  the  present  time  a scheme 
has  been  prepared  and  laid  before  the  Ministry  for  an  addi- 
tional 12  inch  main  from  Hovle  Mill,  Barnsley,  to  Three  Horse 
Shoes,  Brierley. 


The  Council  have  agreed  to  pay  lid.  per  1,000  gallons. 


The  Townships  of  Houghton  Magna  and  Houghton  Parva 
are  within  the  limits  of  supply  of  the  Dearne  Valley  Water- 
works Co.  under  their  Act  of  1880,  the  water  being  distributed 
bv  that  Company. 


Houghton  Magna  has  a population  of  2188

There  have  been  no  complaints  with  regard  to  the  shortage  of 
this  supply. 
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The  Council  have  agreed  to  pay  12i%  per  annum  on 
gross  estimated  rental  of  the  property,  plus  10/ - per  annum 
for  each  bath.

The  original  Agreement  with  the  Pontefract  Corporation  ex- 
pired on  the  15th  March,  1925,  and  a new  Agreement  has  been 
completed  between  the  Council  and  the  Corporation  for  the 
supply  of  water  to  the  above  Townships.  The  price  to  be  paid 
for  the  water  is  1/-  per  1,000  gallons. 


The  service  Reservoir  constructed  by  the  Council  at  the 
top  of  Castle  Syke  Hill  has  a capacity  of  98,000  gallons. 


The  supply  is  adequate  and  quality  good. 

The  remainder  of  the  Townships  in  the  Rural  District 
have  no  Public  Water  Supplies  other  than  Streams  or  Wells, 
some  of  which  are  situated  in  positions  which  raise  doubts  as 
to  their  suitability  for  drinking  purposes.  The  result  is  as 
follows  : — 


9 Townships  are  supplied  under  Acts  of  Parliament.

10  Townships  depend  on  Springs,  Wells,  etc. 
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In  1919  the  consumption  of  water  supplied  by  Barnsley 
and  Pontefract  was.  about.  625,918  gallons  per  day  for  an  esti- 
mated population  of  34,900,  which  included  Hemsworth  Urban. 
To-day  the  population  of  the  Rural  District,  alone  is  estimated 
at  42,490,  and  no  additional  supply  is  yet  available. 


With  a view  to  relieving  the  situation,  the  burden  being 
chiefly  on  the  eastern  side  of  the  Council’s  area,  a bore-hole 
has  been  made  at  Little  Smeaton  and  water  found  at  a depth 
of  114  feet,  the  volume  of  which  is  being  tested. 


A new  colliery  has  been  sunk  at  Upton,  and  the  Colliery 
Company  have  already  a.  small  housing  scheme,  which  is 
supplied  by  them  with  water  from  a.  Spring  at  Upton  Hall, 
pumped  to  an  overhead  tank  situated  on  the  Housing  Scheme. 
This  water  is  adequate  to  meet,  the  needs  of  45  houses,  and  of 
good  quality. 


The  bulk  of  the  wells,  however,  in  this  Parish  have  gone  dry 
through  sinking  operations  at  the  Colliery,  and  water  has  now 
to  be  obtained  from  any  source  available. 


The  Upton  Colliery  Co.  have  also  constructed  a bore  hole 
at  Wrangbrook.  This  bore  hole  is  estimated  to  supply  about 
100,000  gallons  per  day.

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  eighth  Annual  Report 
on  the  sanitary  work  and  administration  during  the  year  ended 
December  31st,  1925,  in  the  Eastern  District,  which  comprises 
eleven  parishes,  with  an  area  of  15,465  acres  and  an  estimated 
population  of  21,647. 


Developments  are  taking  place  in  the  District  which  are 
making  rapid  changes  in  the  aspect  of  the  parishes  affected. 


At  TJpton  the  sinking  of  the  new  shaft  for  the  colliery  is  chang- 
ing the  purely  agricultural  parish  into  a new  mining  area; 
houses  are  being  rapidly  constructed  by  the  Colliery  Company 
for  their  workers,  46  having  been  occupied  by  December  31st, 
1925.  At  South  Elmsall  the  Council  are  carrying  out  a new 
housing  scheme  of  166  houses,  48  of  which  were  in  occupation 
at  the  end  of  the  year.  At  South  Kirkby  most  of  the  building 
is  being  done  by  private  enterprise.  The  Colliery  Company 
are  erecting  106  new  houses,  66  of  these  being  occupied  during 
the  year,  whilst  44  houses  built  by  other  persons  were  in  occu- 
pation by  December  31st,  1925.

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There  are  12  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  District. 
Two  licences  were  cancelled  during  the  year.  One  application 
tor  a new  licence  was  received  but  was  not  granted.  In  addi- 
tion there  is  one  knackery  which  will  now  have  to  be  registered 
in  accordance  writh  the  Slaughter  Houses  Order. 


All  the  slaughterhouses  have  been  well  conducted  during 
the  year,  though  in  two  cases  alterations  had  to  be  carried  out 
in  order  to  comply  with  the  Meat  Regulations ; in  one  case  the 
licence  was  withheld  until  the  Regulation  had  been  complied 
with . 

The  new  Meat  Regulations  came  into  force  in  April,  and 
these  provided  for  notification  of'  slaughter  being  sent  to  the 
Department.  The  butchers  have  made  efforts  to  carry  out  the 
Regulations,  but,  as  in  all  changes,  difficulties  have  arisen,  and 
some  latitude  has  to  be  given  before  such  changes  can  be  effec- 
tively carried  out,  and  your  officers  have  spared  no  effort  to 
bring  about  the  compliance  with  the  Regulations  without  fric- 
tion, which  has  added  considerable  extra  work  to  the  Depart- 
ment, and  the  time  has  now  arrived  when  we  may  expect  the 
butchers  to  carry  out  the  Regulations  and  give  the  proper 
notices  of  slaughter  and  to  comply  in  all  other  directions. 
Alterations  are  necessary  in  some  of  the  meat  shops,  and  efforts 
have  been  made  to  get  these  carried  out,  and  it  is  expected  that 
the  Regulations  will  be  fully  complied  with  in  the  near  future. 


In  addition  to  the  animals  slaughtered  in  the  slaughter- 
houses, 93  pigs  have  been  slaughtered  and  examined  at  G9  pri- 
vate premises  during  the  year,  in  many  instances  without  notice 
of  slaughter  having  been  given,  and  though  we  have  not  thought 
it  necessary  to  report  default  in  these  cases,  in  view  of  the  num- 
ber of  cases  infected  greater  attention  will  have  to  be  given  to 
this  matter.  The  fact  that  so  many  animals  are  slaughtered  by 
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private  breeders  points  to  the  necessity  of  some  public  premises 
where  the  slaughtering*  can  be  carried  out  under  proper  condi- 
tions and  supervision.

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complaints  have  been  received  regarding  other  premises,  which 
has  led  to  the  suggestion  of  the  registration  of  all  houses  in 
the  District  where  professional  artists  are  taken  in,  and  this 
will  he  carried  out  in  the  near  future. 

Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds. 

Twenty-six  visits  have  been  paid  to  vans  and  sheds 
used  as  dwellings  in  the  District.  Breaches  of  the  Byelaws 
were  found  to  exist  in  most,  cases,  these  being  reported  to  the 
Council. 


Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops. 

Fourteen  visits  were  paid  to  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and 
Milkshops  during  the  year. 

A new  Order  is  expected  to  come  into  force  shortly, 
which  will  render  it  necessary  for  extensive  alterations  to  be 
carried  out  to  many  of  the  Cowsheds  in  the  Area,  so  as  to 
bring  them  into  line  with  modern  requirements. 

Two  applications  were  received  during  the  year  to  be 
registered  as  producers  and  retailers  of  milk,  one  application 
for  registration  as  producer  only,  and  four  applications  for 
registration  as  purveyors,  all  of  which  were  granted. 

Offensive  Trades. 

Thirty-nine  visits  have  been  paid  to  fried  fish  shops 
during  the  year.  Three  applications  were  received  to  com- 
mence the  trade  of  fish-fryer,  and  these  were  granted,  making 
22  now  on  the  register,  14  in  South  Kirkby,  7 in  South 
Elmsall  and  1 in  Upton. 

Petroleum  Acts. 

Seventeen  licences  were  issued  for  the  storage  of  petro- 
leum, but  one  was  not  taken  up. 
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Three  licences  were  issued  for  the  storage  of  Carbide 
or  Calcium. 

Six  applications  for  new  licences  were  granted. 

Two  applications  to  erect  petrol  pumps  in  connection 
with  underground  storage  tanks  were  received  and  granted.

Twelve  notices  were  served  under  Section  28  of  the 
Rousing  and  Town  Planning  Act  1919,  and  three  notices  under 
Section  3 of  the  1925  Act.  In  11  cases  the  owners  carried  out 
the  work  and  rendered  the  houses  reasonably  fit;  in  one  case 
the  work  has  been  commenced  but  not  completed,  and  in  3 
cases  the  notices  are  still  outstanding. 

Fifteen  notices  were  served  under  Section  91-94  of  the 
Public  Health  Act  1875,  and  13  of  them  were  complied  with, 
two  still  outstanding. 

Eleven  notices  were  served  under  Section  36  of  the 
Public  Health  Act  1875,  4 of  which  were  complied  with.  In 
7 cases  the  work  is  still  outstanding. 

Four  notices  were  served  under  Section  41  of  the 
Public  Health  Act  1875,  and  in  each  case  were  complied  with. 

Twenty-three  notices  were  served  under  Section  25  of 
the  Public  Health  Acts  (Amendment)  Act  1907,  but  the  work 
was  not  complied  with  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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There  is  no  abatement  in  the  demand  lor  houses,  par- 
ticularly in  South  Kirkby,  and  we  are  still  unable  to  deal 
effectively  with  the  overcrowding  of  dwellings,  though  18 
of  the  worst  cases  had  to  be  dealt  with  by  notice  to  the  tenants 
to  abate  the  nuisance,  changes  being  made  in  all  cases. 

The  Council  have  commenced  the  erection  of  a new 
scheme  of  166  houses  at  South  Elmsall,  48  of  which  were 
occupied  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Eight  houses  were  also  pro- 
vided by  private  enterprise  in  this  Parish,  but  the  number  of 
applicants  for  houses  is  still  increasing. 

At  South  Kirkby  110  houses  were  erected  by  private 
enterprise  and  occupied,  the  majority  of  these  being  built  by 
the  South  Kirkby  Colliery  Co.  as  part  of  a scheme  (reduced) 
of  106  houses. 

At  Upton  the  new  colliery  company  have  erected  82 
houses,  46  of  which  were  occupied  by  the  end  of  the  year. 
Others  are  in  course  of  erection. 

New  schemes  are  in  project,  but  greater  impetus  m 
building  will  be  required  before  all  the  applicants  for  houses 
can  be  satisfied  oi  overcrowding  materially  dealt  with. 

I must  again  draw  your  attention  to  the  question  of  the 
private  streets,  particularly  in  South  Kirkby  and  South  Elm- 
sall. Many  serious  complaints  have  been  received  during  the 
year  regarding  the  drainage  of  these  streets,  the  gullies  being 
choked  up,  causing  the  streets  to  become  flooded  in  time  of 
rain,  and  I would  recommend  the  Council  to  undertake  the 
cleansing  of  these  streets  in  the  interests  of  the  inhabitants. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  again  to  thank  the  Council  for  the 
kind  consideration  shown  me  during  the  year,  particularly 
during  my  illness  in  July  and  August,  and  all  the  Officers  of 
the  Council  who  have  assisted  me  in  the  discharge  of  my 
duties. 
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The  Council  appointed  Mr.  T.  Pickering  as  Additional 
Inspector,  and  he  commenced  duties  on  March  1st.  Mr. 
Pickering  has  discharged  his  duties  most  efficiently,  and  he 
has  rendered  me  every  assistance  during  the  year.

Scavenging  for  the  Parish  of  South  Kirkby  for  the  Year  1925. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
work  carried  out  by  the  scavenging  staff  for  the  Parish  of 
South  Kirkby  during  1925. 

The  staff  at  the  commencement  of  the  year  consisted  of 
one  motor  with  driver  and  three  men  for  the  removal  of 
refuse  from  dust  bins,  and  two  motors  with  drivers  and  eight 
meni  for  the  removal  of  night  soil,  though  two  of  the  men  are 
engaged  most  of  the  time  on  the  tip.  Towards  the  end  of  the 
year,  owing  to  the  occupation  of  a number  of  new  houses,  it 
was  found  necessary  to  increase  the  staff  on  day  work.  This 
allows  us  to  undertake  the  scavenging  of  new  houses  erected  in 
the  Parish  of  Upton,  46  houses  being  in  occupation  in  Decem- 
ber, and  the  work  was  carried  out  for  four  weeks  in  1925,  the 
bins  being  emptied  once  a week 

There  were  307  working  days,  16  being  too  wet  for  the 
men  to  work.  The  No.  2 motor  worked  291  days  on  dry 
refuse  removal  a,nd  211  days  (overtime)  sanding  tip.  The  Nos. 
4 and  5 lorries  are  on  night  work  removing  night  soil  from 
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privies,  and  both  were  at  work  on  250  nights  and  one  only 
on  36  nights,  while  the  staff  were  engaged  on  9 days  (overtime) 
sanding  the  tip. 

It  is  estimated  that  there  are  2327  houses  in  the  Parish, 
1291  of  which  have  water  closets  and  1036  have  privies  empty- 
ing on  to  448  middens.  There  are  1247  dust  bins,  37  dry 
ashpits,  24  pail  closets  and  11  cesspools  in  the  Parish.  Seven 
privies  were  converted  to  water  closets  during  the  year. 

6494  loads  of  refuse  were  removed  during  the  year,  viz.  : 

3432  loads  from  privies  and  middens,  12,099  middens  emptied. 
2830  loads  from  dust  bins,  73,547  bins  emptied. 

153  loads  of  rubbish. 

62  loads  of  refuse  from  pail  closets. 

17  loads  of  refuse  from  cesspools. 

From  these  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  each  midden  was 
emptied  27  times,  or  once  every  fortnight,  and  dust  bins  are 
emptied  twice  weekly. 

The  wage  bill  for  the  year  was  £2070/10/11,  which 
gives  the  cost  per  load  on  wages  only  of  6/4. 

The  total  cost  of  scavenging,  including  upkeep  of 
Depot,  etc.,  was  £2793/19/2,  which  gives  the  total  cost  per 
load  of  8/ 7J. 

For  the  1291  houses  with  water  closets  the  cost  of 
scavenging  works  out  at  1 5 / Of  per  house  per  annum;  for  the 
1036  houses  with  privies  and  middens  or  pail  closets  the  cost 
works  out  at  34/ 2 J per  house  per  annum. 

Th  e average  amount  of  refuse  removed  per  house  was 
3 tons  2 cwts.  This  gives  2 tons  4 cwts.  for  houses  with  water 
closets  and  4 tons  per  house  for  those  with  privies  and  middens. 
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No  complaints  have  been  received  during  the  year  re- 
garding the  removal  of  refuse,  but  serious  complaints  are  made 
regarding1  the  nuisance  from  the  tip  being  on  fire.  This  will 
affect  the  inmates  of  the  Sanatorium  when  the  wind  is  blowing 
in  that  direction,  and  the  tenants  of  the  Council  houses  are 
also  complaining  of  the  smells. 

It  will  be  seen  that  on  30  days  the  staff  have  been  em- 
ployed covering  the  refuse  on  the  tip  with  sand,  which  is 
fortunately  very  handy,  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  the 
nuisance,  but  with  the  increased  number  of  houses  being 
erected  in  the  Parish  I would  recommend  that  some  modern 
plant  be  obtained  for  dealing  with  the  refuse  on  ^ygienic  lines. 

110  new  houses  were  erected  and  occupied  at  the  end  of 
the  year,  and  many  more  are  in  course  of  erection.

Scavenging  for  the  Parish  of  South  Elmsall  for  the  Year  1925. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  of  the 
work  carried  out  by  the  scavenging  staff  for  the  Parish  of 
South  Elmsall  during  the  year  1925. 

The  only  addition  to  the  staff  is  that  of  two  men  em- 
ployed on  the  tip,  Chapel  Lane. 

No.  1 motor  with  driver  and  three  men  are  employed 
on  the  removal  of  dry  refuse,  and  No.  3 motor  with  driver 
and  four  men  for  removal  of  night  soil.

There  were  807  working  days  during  the  year,  16  of 
which  were  too  wet  for  the  men  to  work. 


The  No.  1 motor  worked  285  days  on  refuse  removal, 
and  on  six  days  men  were  employed  on  the  tip  and  road  repairs. 
On  45  days  (overtime)  the  motor  and  staff  w-ere  removing  clay 
from  the  cemetery  to  the  tip  for  covering  purposes. 

* 

The  No.  3 motor  worked  254  nights  removing  night  soil 
and  on  two  days  engaged  on  the  tip  and  cleansing  work.  On 
35  days  (overtime)  they  were  engaged  leading  clay  from  the 
cemetery  to  the  tip. 


It  is  estimated  that  there  are  1413  houses  in  the  Parish, 
793  of  which  have  water  closets  and  610  have  privies  emptying 
on  to  364  middens  and  10  have  pan  closets.  There  are  764 
dust  bins  ancf  26  dry  ashpits. 


Seventeen  privies  were  converted  to  water  closets  during 
the  year. 

4452  loads  of  refuse  were  removed  during  the  year,  viz.  : 
1981  loads  from  privies  and  middens;  8585  middens  emptied. 
2382  loads  from  dust  bins ; 78,523  dust  bins  emptied. 


89  loads  rubbish  removed  by  w-eekly  collection. 


These  figures  show  that  each  privy  w-as  emptied  23  times 
or  about  once  a fortnight,  and  the  dust  bins  twdee  every  Aveek. 


The  wmge  bill  for  the  year  amounted  to  £1628/3/3, 
which  is  an  increase  of  £133  over  last  year,  but  as  the  staff 
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had  to  be  increased  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  down  the  fire 
nuisance,  etc.,  at  the  tip,  and  the  cost  of  leading  clay  from 
the  cemetery  being  £148  / 9 / 10,  for  which  no  return  was  made 
from  the  Burial  Board,  the  increase  is  explained. 


Idle  cost  of  removal  per  load  in  wages  only  equals  7/31. 


The  total  cost  of  scavenging,  including  upkeep  of  the 
Depot,  etc.,  was  £2161/14/4,  which  gives  the  total  cost  per 
load  as  7/10J.  The  cost  per  head  of  population  estimated  at 
load  as  9/10J.  The  cost  per  head  of  population  estimated  at 
7,500  equals  5/6J. 


For  the  793  houses  with  water  closets  the  cost  of 
scavenging  works  out  at  26/1  per  house  per  annum,  and  for 
the  620  houses  with  privies  and  middens  and  pan  closets  the 
cost  works  out  at  36 j2h  per  house  per  annum.  The  average 
amount  of  refuse  removed  per  house  during  the  year  equals 
3 tons  3 cwts. 


No  complaints  have  been  received  regarding  the  collection 
of  the  refuse  during  the  year,  but  many  have  been  received  re- 
garding the  nuisance  from  the  tip,  and  much  correspondence 
has  been  received  from  a firm  of  Solicitors  regarding  this  tip. 
Every  effort  has  been  made  to  keep  the  nuisance  down,  which  is 
largely  caused  by  the  firing  of  the  refuse.  Clay  was  removed 
from  the  Cemetery  at  heavy  cost,  but  this  has  not  abated  the 
nuisance  though  it  has  kept  it  under  somewhat.  The  County 
Sanitary  Inspector  has  on  request  visited  the  tip,  and  has 
agreed  that  we  are  doing  all  we  can,  but  he  made  a recom- 
mendation for  the  refuse  to  be  tipped  in  layers  of  5 to  6 feet 
and  covered  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health.  This  is  being  clone  and  we  hope  to  keep  the  tip 
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from  firing  Two  men  are  employed  regularly  now  at  the  tip, 
and  trucks  and  metals  have  been  provided,  all  of  which  have 
considerably  increased  the  cost  of  the  scavenging.  594  loads 
of  clay  were  brought  to  the  tip  at  an  average  cost  of  5/-  per 
load.  i 


There  have  been  56  houses  erected  and  occupied  during 
the  year  which  has  increased  the  work,  and  the  Council  also 
agreed  to  pay  the  men  for  one  week’s  holiday,  which  must  be 
taken  into  account  when  comparing  costs  with  previous  years. 


The  Committee  should  give  some  serious  consideration 
to  the  question  of  dealing  with  the  refuse  in  up  to  date  methods 
in  the  near  future.

The  scavenging  in  this  township  has  continually  been 
a source  of  complaints.  Only  after  repeated  visits  and  letters 
was  the  work  of  emptying  privy  middens  done  in  the  night 
time,  and  even  then  developed  to  late  hours  in  the  forenoon.

The  Parish  of  Brierley  has  1264  houses.  The  total  cost 
equals  £1/11/7.4  per  house  for  the  year. 

4,321  loads  of  house  refuse  were  removed,  and  on  the 
total  this  equals  9/2fd.  per  load. 

On  wages  paid  the  cost  per  load  of  removal  equals  5/4f 
per  load.  Only  two  complaints  were  received  during  the  year. 
The  work  has  been  well  done,  privy  middens  being  emptied 
once  every  10  to  12  days  and  bins  twice  weekly. 


Drainage  and  Conversions. 

32  Privies  were  converted  to  W.Cs.,  2 additional  W.Cs. 
were  erected  for  old  property  ; one  lot  of  farm  buildings  were 
re- drained.  Only  the  very  worst  type  of  privy  midden  was 
dealt,  with  as  this  important  work  is  held  up  owing  to  the  scar- 
city of  water.
